Voters have only untu 9 p. m. Oct. 
30— less than two weeks— to regbtcr 
for the general election Nov. 3. In 
addition to new voters and others 
who have not registered previously, 
there are some previously registered 
voters who are required to register 
again.

Those who must re-register tn- 
chide voters who did not cast a bal- 
lot in the general elecUon two years 
ago, and those vho have moved 
from one precinct to another.

A European rearmament 
program, on which no accurate 
cost estimates arc yet avail- 
able, is part of tho program 
which officials concede as 
having two main objectlvcB. 

Plnit. to protect westera Europe 
against feared Soviet aggression so 
long as western Europe remains rel- 
atively weak; 

Second, to develop ma x imu m 
strength and self reliance in west- 
em Europe as rapidly as possible 
and thereby bring the era ot Amer- 
ican aid to an end.

yeata. However, officials say such 
guesses mean little at present be- 
cause this government still has to 
XlBd out to what extent the Euro- 
peans can arm themselves.

A great corporation would not be unduly 
Influenced, In choosing a president, by the 
port in a candidate's hair, his choice of neck- 
ties, his regional accent or the Umbra of his 
voice, niese thlnga should be of equally 
imall account when the itockholders In the 
world's greatest corporation, the United 
Btates government, choose a President, 

•Hie majority of these stockholders never 
see their President In the flesh. Only a 
email fraction will ever meet him and speak 
vlth him. Yet It has often seemed that a lot 
of voters make their cholca on the basis of 
Thlch candidate they would prefer to have 
to dinner, rather than which one gives pro- 
mise of doing the better Job. 

In a way, Presidents and presidential can- 
cUdBtes leem to affect some people as movl« 
and radio stars do. These people develop a 
very personal feeling toward them vlthout 
«ver hoping to know them. Maybe this Is 
natural. But In radio and movie fans It can 
be pretty silly. And In a body of clUzen voters. 
It Is potentially dangerous. 

Kxtraragant admiration for the head ot 
one branch of our goTcmmenc Implies an un- 
healthy dependence on one man's leader- 
ship. The American government was de- 
ilgned to avoid that. Yet there havo been 
occaslona In our history when the sovem- 

. ment's legislative and Judicial brttnches«er« 

; subservient to the execuUve. 

: The trouble with extravagant admiration 
and a craving for a "strong man" la the un- 
oertalnty. You never can be Qulta sure 

, whether you are cetUnf a Washington or a 

. Hitler. 

So It would seem to us a most encouraging 
; sign If the voters this year have pretty well 
. made their choice of candidates Wore the 
: campaign, and have chosen less by personall- 

- ties than by past records which Indicate 
which man Is more likely to give the In- 
dividual voter the kind of administration that 

- he is hoping for.

This was the opinion expressed by 
nrstila WensBur who recently ar- 
rived In Twin Foils from Berlin. 
Oermany, to marry Robert A. Wil- 
liams, son of Mr. and Mrs. A. E. 
Williams, 130 Ninth avenue north. 

A nollve ot Berlin, she watched 
Hitler build an empire and saw It 
come crashing to earth under Uie 
allied drive during World war n. 

At the dose of the war all of the 
people In Berlin expected the Amer- 
icans to occupy the city, but the 
Rusilana moved In and took over 
tv^-o and onc>half months prior to 
the arrival of tho Americans, she 

SBld. 

The pillage which followed wos 
unbelievable with house after house 
on her street beluK raided. Many 
young Rlrls were taken away by the 
Russians, slio said.

Atom Blast Rays 
Kill Jap Insects 

WASHXNOTON, Oct. 18 OiJD — A 
soil expert reported today that nys 
from the atomic bomb which ex- 
ploded over KagssaU killed Insects, 
plant blight and soli bacteria. 

WrlUng In the fcrUUier review, 
F^cls M. Jomlln said Japanese 
scientists lound that bomb rndlatlon 
had a "disinfecting action" on dis- 
eased plants and a sterilizing effect 
on bacteria In the soil. 

Jomlln, formerly consultant to 
a en. DousloB Mac Arthur's head- 
quarters, said crawling Insects were 
■•noticeably absent Immediate ly after 
the bombing." And Japanese scien- 
tists, ho added, reported that atomic 
radiation penetrated four to six 
inches Into, the soil, exercising a 
partial sterilizing effect "noticeable 
one month after the explosion."

JoUne and her hobby. 

For a while Joltne had to give up 
her hobby for school work. Lost 
summer, however, she went back to 
her wood carving with renewed vi- 
gor and has finished more than EC 
figurines. 

Janet Coleman, on seeing the mic- 
cDss of JoUne's carving, also became 
addicted to the bobby. Kow they 
have a vvorkshop, a reconverted tKd- 
room where they keep a work table 
and tools, and work together 
statuea. 

"Jollno receives encourasement 
from her family, she says, "since 
my hobby gets on no one's nerves 
but my own." 

Although her first figurine nas 
carved with a plain pocket knlle, 
she now has a regular kit of carv- 
ing knives and chisels. All statues 
ore hand-palntcd and cotori arc 
used In accordance with the char- 
acter of the figure.
